As the packet was approaching Lis- 
bon, it was she who suggested to the crew 
of the revenue boat of the Vigo, and oth- 
ers, to rise and overpower the crew of 
the packet; and she herself, the first laid 
her hand on the Captain's collar ~and ar- 
rested him. 
She then placed herself at 


the head of the mutineers, who chose her 
for their leader without knowing who she 
was; they believed her to be a young 
conscript of an unusually daring charac- 
ter, and they submitted to be guided by 
her. 
Thus the love of a young woman, 


who had never been out ofhcr village till 
then, led to the escape of nearly 300 men, 
for whom, no doubt, a terrible fate was 
reserved.
